Far-Reaching Taxation 


To Meet One-Half Cost 
Of First Year of the War 


15,000 ACRES PUT - 


Pare ene Suggestions 
for Getting $1,807,250,000 
Additional Revenue Are 
Submitted to Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


BIG INCREASE PROPOSED 
IN INCOME-PROFIT TAXES 


Stamp, Amusement, Soft 
Drink, Freight and Passen- 
ger ‘Transportation and 
Automobile Taxes Are Also 
Proposed. 


Washington, April 15.—Administra- 
tion suggestions as to possible new 
sources of taxation through which to 
raise approximately one-half of the 
estimated cost of the first year of the 
war, or $1,807,250,000, were submitted 
by Secretary McAdoo tonight to the 
senate finance and the house ways and 
means committees. The other half of 
the cost is to be provided by $2,000,- 
000,000 of the bonds authorized by the 
war revenue bill passed Saturday by 
the house which is expected to pass 
the senate this week. 

Outstanding in the suggestions are 
Sreatly increased income and excess 
profit tex rates, taxing of many im- 
ported articles now admitted free, and 
stamp. liquor, amusement, sugar, cof- 
fee, tobacco, eoft drink, freight and 
passenger transportation recefpta and 
automobile taxes. <All of the data is 
sent to congress for its information,. 
[and without recommendations from the 
treasury. 

Probably the most far-reaching pro- 
posal concerns income taxes. The sec- 
retary estimates that a fifty per cent 
increase on both individuals and cor- 
porations for 1916, collectible next June, 
would yield $165,000,000 additional. For 
1917 he points out, that to lower the 
income tax exemption from 83,000 to 
$1,.5600 for unmarried persons, from 
$4,000 to $2,000 for married persons; 
to leave the normal tax at two per cent, 
but to raise the super-taxes materially, 
would make the law produce $340,000,- 
000 additional in June, 1918, without 
changing the corporation tax. The 
highest rate of super-taxes under the 
plan outlined would be forty per cent 
of all incomes over $1,000,000. 

Excess Profit Tax. 

Increases in’ the excess’ profit tax, 
both by making the present law ap- 
plicable to the calendar year of 1916 
and applying new increases next year, 
he thinks, would raise $226,000,000 this 
year and $200,000,000 additional next 
year. 

Other sources, the secretary believes, 
could be made to yield additional in- 
come as‘follows: Taxes on articles 
now admitted free, $206,000,000; freight 
transportation receipts, $100,000,000; 
excess tax on sugar, $92,000,000; re- 
fined petroleum, $75,000,000; stamp 
taxes on theater, baseball and other 


$73,000,000; stamp taxes, mis- 
cellaneous, $51,600,000; - transportation 
Teceipts, passenger, $35,000,000: fer- 
mented liquors, $30,000,000; smoking 
and chewing tobacco, $25,000,000: auto- 
mobiles, trucKs, motorcycles, $19,000,- 
000; soft drinks, $19,200,000; cigarettes, 
$17,000,000; rectified liquor, $12,500,000; 
cigars, $11,600,000; excise tax on mu- 
sical instruments, graphophones, etc., 
$7,000,000; wines, etc. $6,750,000: ex- 
cise tax on glucose, $6,000,000; dena- 
tured alcohol, $5,000,000; retail dealers 
in cigars, cigarettes, etc., $4,800,000; 
wholesale dealers and jobbers in to- 
bacco, $2,500,000, and snuff, $1,500,000. 

Consideration of the suggestions will 
begin immediately in the ways and 
means committee. A bill probably will 
-be reported by it within two weeks.

AMERICAN GUNBOAT 
INTERNED BY TURKS 


| Scorpion Was Given 24 
Hours to Leaye Constanti- 
nople and Failing to Do So

Amsterdam, April 16.—(Via London.) 
The American guard Ship Scorpion has 
been interned at Constantinople by 
the Turkish government, according to 
a news dispatch from the Turkish cap- 
ital, quoting the Turkish néwspaper 
Sabah. The Sabah says that the Scor- 
pion was given 24 hours to leave the 
harbor, but was unable to do so and 
was therefore interna’, “in accordance 
with The Hague convention.” 


The Scorpion is a converted yacht 
and has been stationed at Constanti- 
nople as a dispatch boat for the Ameri- 
can embassy since Névember, 1900. <A 
year-ago members of the Scorpion’s 
crew were reportéd to have clashed with 
German soldiers in Constantinople, and 
in March of this year the Ftalian news- 
papers printed reports that the Scor- 
pion had been blown up. Constantino- 
ple dispatches denied this report. The 
commander of the Scorpion is Com- 
mander J. P. Morton.

Fires continued to glow in Lens to- 
day, while faraway to the south fires 
were seen within St, Quentin, toward 
which the British and French are con- 
verging.

Germans in Depressed State. 


Conditions within the German lines 
just prior to the battle of Arras ana 
the depressed state of many of the 
German soldiers are eloquently de- 
scribed in translated extracts from lete 
ters captured during the recent fight- 
ing. Two letters in particular, both 
written by Bavarians in regiments op- 
posite Arras, are wonderfully impres- 
sive. One of them indicates clearly the 
disheartening effect of the entry of the 
United States into the war has had. It 
is dated April 6 and reads: 

‘““‘We now have a very bad position at 
Arras, Where we have been under a 
continuous hurricane of fire for six 
days. The English at times fire gas 
shells, which are not exactly pleasant. 
When everything imaginable is turned 
against one, one cannot stand it; then 
it is all over. The sights around one 
are oy feud cruel; it is enough to drive 
one mad. 

“It is no longer a righteous cause: of 
that I am _ convinced. ut one always 
begins to hope again and think that it 
must come to an end. But it is not 
possible. The world is still in too mad 
a state. We are the tools and allow 
ourselves to be belabored. 

“Now America comes in to make it 
last longer. Everybody wants to chip 
in. I believe it will never end; peace 
will never return to the land.’’ 

The second letter, dated Faster, which 
was the day before the British attack 
began, tells how unwelcome to the Ger- 
mans have been the weapons of their 
own invention turned against them. It 
says: 

“For the last four days the English 
have been firing gas shells all over 
the country in order to harm the Ger- 
mans as much as possible.

“This, let me say to the middlemen of 
every sort, whether they are handling 
our foodstuffs or our raw materials of 
manufacture or the products of our 
mills and factories: The eyes of the 
country will be especially upon you. 
This ‘is your opportunity for signal 
service, efficient and disinterested. The 
country expects you, as it expects all 
others, to forego unusual profits, to 
organize and expedite shipments of 
supplies of every kind, but especially 
of food, with an eye to the service you 
are rendering and in the spirit of those 
who enlist in the ranks, for their peo- 
ple, not for themselves. 1 shall con- 
fidently expect you to deserve and the 
confidence of people of every sort and 
station.” 

“To the men who run railways of the 
country, whether they be managers or 
operative employees, let me say that 
the railways are the arteries of the na- 
tion’s life and that upon them rests 
the immense responsibility of seeing 
that those arteries suffer no obstruc- 
tion of any kind, no inefficiency or 
slackened power. To the merchant let 
me suggest,the motto: ‘Small Profits 
and Quick Service,’ and to the ship- 
builder t®e thought that the life of the 
war depends upon him. The food and 
the war supplies must be carried across 
the seas, no matter how many ships are 
sent to the bottom. The places of those 
that go down must be supplied and 
supplied at once.

“Let me suggest, also, that every one 
who creates or cultivates a garden 
helps, and helps greatly, to solve the 
problem of the feeding of the nations; 
and that every housewife who prac- 
tices strict economy puts herself in the 
ranks of those who serve the nation. 
This is the time for America to correct 
her unpardonable fault of wastefulness 
and extravagance. Let every man and 
every woman assume the duty of care- 
ful, provident use and expenditure as a 
public duty, as a dictate of patriotism 
which no one can now expect ever to 
be excused or fargiven for ignoring. 

‘In the hope that this statement of 
the needs of the nation and of the world 
in this hour of supreme crisis may 
stimulate those to whom it comes and 
remind all who need reminder of the 
solemn difties of a time such as the 
world has never seen before, I beg that 
all editors and publishers everywhere 
will give as prominent publication and 
as wide circulation as possible to this 
appeal. I venture to suggest, also, to 
all advertising agencies that they would 
give it widespread repetition. And 
hope that clergymen will not think the 
theme of it an unworthy or inappropri- 
ate subject of comment and homily from 
their pulpits.

Washington, April 15.—Wage earners 
in factories and workshops will be 
given full legal protection “in the in- 
terest both of maximum production and 
human conservation” during the war, 
says an announcement tonight. by Sec- 
retary Daniels, in response to an in- 
quiry from Professor Irving Fisher, 
of Yale university, president of the 
American Association for Labor Legis- 
lation. 

While Mr. Daniels speaks formally 
only for the navy department, he ex- 
plains that other administration ex- 
ecutives having extensive business 
relations with labor have given full 
indorsement to the policy outlined.

ATLANTA'S HEALTH. 


Hugh M. Willet, in an address recently 
delivered before the Presidents’ Club of 
Atlanta and reproduced in part elsewhere 
upon this page, makes a clean-cut, forceful 
and timely presentation of the health status 
ef this city, and he offers some suggestions 
for improvements which every Atlantan, 
official and private citizen, alike, might 
ponder with individual and- community 
profit. 

A sound, healthful body is the greatest 
possession any man or woman can have; 
and, lacking that, no human being can re- 
alize the fullest of his possibilities of attain- 
ment. 

Precisely the same holds true with a 
city whose “body” is its citizenship; and, 
as purely a dollars-and<cents proposition, a 
reputation for healthfulness is a city’s fore- 
most asset. 

No matter what a community’s physical 
resources might be—no matter how great 
its hidden wealth in soil fertility, minerals, 
power or what not—without a healthful 
population these other things count for 
nothing. 

Atlanta, as Mr. Willet points out, is well 
above the average in respect to ‘healthful- 
neas as a community. It has an unexcelled 
climate, pure water, is favorably situated 
geographically and in respect to altitude, 
and all of that; but, low as is our mortality, 
there is still room for improvement. 

We have all of the natural elements in 


our favor, so the matter of health and the, 


further curtailing of our death rate is purely 
ene of care and regulation by the individual 
and by the city authorities. 


(Ga.) Gazette puts the case of Cotton Crop | 


versus Food Crop strongly, as follows: 


The southern farmer who tries to raise 
cotton this year to buy food for man and 
beast needs a guardian. A pound of cot- 
ton will not pay for a pound of bacon; 
it will not pay for two pounds of sugar, 
nor yet for five pounds of flour; the 
amount of corn and hay it will buy is 
infinitesimal. To attempt such a policy 
means to crowd the market with cotton 
and force the price down far below pres- 
ent figures. 

On the other hand, the past advance in 
the price of food is only an evidence of 
where it will go under actual war condi- 
tions. The farmer can put in his acreage 
of grain with the absolute assurance of 
remunerative and perhaps highly profita- 
ble returns. If the war should cometo an 
end this summer, cotton would go down, 
for its need for munition manufacture 
would cease; food prices would not lower, 
for the world must eat, and the warring 
nations would not have time to grow a 
crop. 


This is straight talk as to conditions 
which may confront the farmers who devote 
a too-liberal acreage to cotton growing this 
year. 

The progressive, far-sighted citizefis of 
Tifton have the faith of their convictions 
as to greater food crops, for they are plan- 
ning to establish “mills for the manufacture 
of feed from corn and velvet beans, and for 
converting hogs and cattle into marketable 
products,’’ and doing all they can, by every 
means possible, to encourage the farmers 
of the county in the growing of foodstuffs 
op a larger scale. 


NO TIME FOR EXTORTION. 


Sol Westerfeld, vice president of the 
National Association of Retail Grocers, has 
raised his voice in vigorous fashion against 
the exploitation of war conditions for the 
making of money. 

“All gambling in foodstuffs,” he said, 
“should be prohibited, and all sales on the 


board of trade (he was speaking in Chi- 
cago), except for actual delivery, should be 
stopped, and all trading in futures should 
be restricted, if not prohibited.” 

He recommends, furthermore, and among 
other means of economy and resource con- 
servation, governmental encouragement of 
greater food crops production; furnishing 
of farm laborers by the government; prohi- 
bition of exorbitant margins of war profits: 
abolition of contingent or “trick” method 
of merchandising; prohibition of trading 
stamps or premiums, as a means of lowering 
“overhead” expenses; discouragement of 
unnecessary delivery of small parcels; pro- 
visions whereby experts in farming, manu- 
facturing and distribution of foodstuffs 
would give the federal government the ben- 
efit of their ideas and experience, and be 
a&signed to “such special work as they ar 
best fitted for,” etc. 

The people, according to Mr. Westerfeld, 
“are becoming hysterical with the fear of a 
food famine, and are purchasing great quan- 
tities of foodstuffs; and by doing this they 
are playing right into the hands of the food 
speculators, while the retailer is playing 
into the speculators’ hands by purchasing 
more stock than he needs to supply the 
normal demand.” 

Here are words of warning and a series 
of suggestions that merit general attention. 

It is almost inconceivable that men 
would take advantage of the stress and 
abnormality of: war to fatten their own 
purses. But there may be a few of such in 
American business circles. If so, they 
should be curbed, if not effectively bottled 
up at least until after the war, because they 
are a menace and a deterrent element to 
what America is striving for in this war. 

We had experience with such men dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war, as is re- 
corded in the records of the “embalmed 
beef” investigation—a disgraceful aftermath 
of that war. 

The European belligerents had such 
greed to deal with in the early stages of the 
present war, and they were forced to take 
executive action against them. As a result, 
foodstuffs and other necessaries of life and 
of warfare can, in Great Britain, for in- 
stance, go just so high but no higher. And 
the commoner articles of diet are selling 
there for an average of about half—or less— 
the price they could be had for here even 
before we entered the war. 

This is no time to make money out of the 
things necessary to the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war—foremost among which is 
foodstuffs for man and beast. Every citi- 
zen owes it, purely as a citizen’s duty to 
his government, if for no other reason, to 
center his energies and his intent upon the 
one great, overshadowing common objective: 
To win the war! 

And any citizen who divides his care and 
his interest at this time between his coun- 
try and his pocketbook is in principle not 
much above a spy, for really he is aiding 
the engmy of the country he professes to 
befriend.

ARTICLE IX. 


Medical Attention in the Special Classes 


Keeping pace with the efforts of the spe- 
cial class teacher is a force that works as 
unceasingly; and while the one strives to 
develop her pupil by persistent and indi- 
vidual help, the activity of the other, is di- 
rected toward the removal of such obstacles 
as may retard or prevent her success. 

The medical department has to do with 
the physical welfare of the child, preparing 
the foundation upon which the teacher may 
begin to build, and it is Hkely that her in- 
terest and energy may fall far short of their 
possibilities should such impediments be al- 
lowed to remain. 

After each candidate for the special class 
has been given the Binet-Simon test (which 
does not diagnose the mental deficiency, but 
merely serves as a means of gauging the 
mental ability of the individual), the teacher 
takes the pupil in hand at this point in its 
history, but the duty of the nurse is to in- 
terest herself with a period antedating its 
entrance into school, and should any physical 
defect be responsible for its lack of progress, 
it becomes her duty to try to eliminate this. 

How can any little girl or boy with de- 
fective eyes, or whose necessary supply of 
oxygen has been diminished by the presence 
of adenoids and hypertrophied; tonsils, strug- 
gie with the mysteries and complexities of 
“the three R's?’ 

Results Accomplished. 

How can genera) class instruction reach 
the child who is deaf? Today there is a little 
girl in one of the special classes, whose 
charming responsive face testifies to the ac- 
tivity of her brain. She -has learned lip 
reading from Miss Simpson and readily obeys 
any whispered instruction. 

She is making rapid progress, yet a little 
more than a year ago she was sitting idly 
at her desk in one of the city schools, hear- 
ing only an occasional word of the teacher's 
explanation. Adenoids, diseased tonsils, and 
ear abscesses are responsible for the condi- 
tion that handicaps her. 

Since we have taken her in hand she has 
been examined by specialists, the adenoids 
and tonsils have been removed, too late to 
restore hearing, but her knowledge of lip- 
reading has assured her education, and her 
general health, is greatly improved. 

We have a small boy in one of the classes 
whose love for play is very keen, but a tu- 
bercular knee has produced atrophy of the 
left leg, he can’t straighten it, and he walks 
with a limp. The x-ray proves the necessity 
of a plaster cast, and this is a great impedi- 
ment to play. 

His short life has been spent in the shad- 
ow of the mill, where his mother earns her 
daily bread and his, and some of its grim- 
ness is reflected in his little face. He is 
rarely without tobacco, being addicted to the 
“weed” in its various forms. 

There is no place for, him in a regular 
grade, for his years and mentality have not 
kept abreast, but the educational depart- 


of this little citizen and provided for him 
in a special class, where he is taught the

the ailment, which, if left alone, will make 
him a permanent cripple. 

Among the children who have been en- 
rolled in the special classes, twenty-one 
have had their adenoids and tonsils removed, 
ten of this number have since either been 
promoted to regular grades, or have left 
the city. 

Of the present enrollment in the special 
classes, two have been fitted «with glasses, 
six treated medically, and twenty-six have 
had their teeth treated. The accomplish- 
ment of the last mentioned has been a@ severe 
test on all concerned. 

With these children, the oral condition 
is serious. Incipient and advanced pyorrhea 
is not unusual. In many, the six-year molars 
have been destroyed, causing the remaining 
teeth to drift out of position, resulting in 
mal-occlusion and the consequent ills that 
result from improperly masticated food, 

The Care of the Teeth. 

Perhaps there is no more difficult phase 
of our work, than that involving the care 
of the teeth. 

So vital though this is to health, the large 
per cent of children in the schools with de- 
fective teeth, testifies to their negligence in 
this regard. 

In the special classes, however, the teach- 
ers have introduced tooth-brugh drills with 
very satisfactory results, stimulating the la- 
tent vanity, which 1s most salutary in pro- 
ducing what we are working for, the care of 
the teeth. 

Many of these children owe their first 
visit to a dentists to the school department, 
which looks beyond the five hours spent in 
the school room, and being aware of that 
feature of education that has to. do with 
hygiene and health, makes use of its medi- 
cal department to demonstrate by accom- 
plishing in the individual what they learn in 
theory from the text-book. 

So the process of education goes on, out- 
side as within the class room; each operation 
performed, each treatment received by @ 
child, generally means many visits previous- 
ly made to the home by the nurse in charge. 

We point out the defect, urge the need 
of prompt remedial measures and forecast 
the result. 

It becomes essential to stress the effects 
of the defect in connection with the mental 
retardation of the child, as it is undeniable 
that certain physical defects, left uncorrected 
so impair the nervous system that inevita- 
bly there is a reflex.action on the mentality, 
Gnd the “slow” child at seven may become 
the “deficient” one at twelve. 

In all cities where special classes have 
been organized there will be found a psy cho- 
pathic group, but for these, little has been 
done. 

In a report made by Dr. Taliaferro Clark, 
of the United States public health service, 
he says, “The value of special classes for 
retarded children is shown by the fact that 


“Atty per cent of the children who are placed 


in such classes rejoin their proper grades 
‘when faulty methods are corrected and the

ATLANTA ESSENTIALLY HEALTHY 
CITY, BUT COULD BE IMPROVED 


Proving by statistics and comparisons 
with other American cities that Atlanta is 
“essentially a healthy city,’ Hugh M. Willet, 
president of the Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis 
association, in an address upon “Public Health 
in Atlanta,” before the Atlanta Presidents’ 
club recently, made several recommendations 
which, he declared, if put into effect by the 
city authorities, would not only still further 
minimize the city’s low death rate, but ren- 
der Atlanta one of the most healthful cities 
of the country. 

These recommendations are summarized as 
follows: 


First, the creation of a division of health 
hygiene in the health department, with nurses 
and infant welfare stations, with the require- 
ment of prompt birth reporting and the ex- 
amination and certification of midwives. 

Second, the shifting of emphasis in the 
control of communicable diseases from quar- 
antine and fumigation to early recognition 
of all cases and efficient bedside disinfection 


of the patient’s discharges. 
Third, the adoption of a comprehensive 
housing law and establishment of a system 


of housing inspection. 


licity and education in the health department 
to give force to its efforts. 
ifth, the extension of the water and 
sewer system to every section of the city. ° 
Sixth, an increase in the apportionment for 
the support of the health department, to take 
care of the enlarged responsibility. 


Atianta’s Death Rate. e 


Quoting from the 1916 report of the city 
health department, Mr. Willet showed that 
during that year 2,812 persons died in At- 
Janta in the year 1916, of whom 1,337 were 
whites and 1,475 hegroes, making a combined 
death rate 14 per 1,000 of population—about 
the average, he said, for the whole country 
—or 10 per 1,000 among whites and 22 per 
1,000 among negroes. 

“In addition,” said he, “it is estimated that 
above 5,000 of our population are always dis- 
abled through sickness, and a still larger 
number are sufficiently afflicted to cause 
the loss of comfort and efficiency.”

“With the exception of tuberculosis, the 
most important contagious diseases with 
which children over two years of age have 
to contend, are diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough and measles. Their control 
has been recognized as one of the chief 
functions of health authorities. On account 
of the tendency of these contagions to become 
epidemic, considerable variation will appear 
from year to year. It is gratifying to note, 
however, that the mortality from these dis- 
eases, with the exception of diphtheria, has

six years.”

“Even @ casual glance at local conditions 
will convince anyone of the importance of 
a good housing ordinance. The negro dis- 
tricts are demonstrations of the evils of un- 
restricted building. Such surroundings fa- 
cilitate the spread of infectious diseases and 
largely nullify the work of the health depart- 
ment. A good housing ordinance, with prop- 
er inspection, would save the city from the 
rowth of conditions which eventually it will 
e difficult and expensive to remove.” 


Better Hospital Facilities. 
Emphasizing the need for better hospital 
facilities in Atlanta, the speaker said: 
“One of the most important and urgent 


| needs of the city is for better public hospital 


facilities. As every physician knows, the

The competition for the 1918 convention 
of the department of superintendence, Nation- 
al Education association, was rather severe, 
Atlanta, Boston, Chicago, Columbus, Milwau- 
kee, Minneapolis, Newark and Washington 
city all being in the race. Boston was sure 
she had the convention fixed for 1918, and 
Milwaukee had two hundred men in Kansas 
city for a week working to secure the con- 
vention for that city next year.

ing, and it is our purpose to overwhelm 
them with Atlanta’s ability to more than 
take care of the convention.

There will be more than 
4,000 of the leading men and women educa- 
tionists of the country in attendance for a 
week. I am very sure that Atlanta will do a 
royal part by the convention, which will 
mean a great deal to us in many ways.

Party of 38 Young Men 
From North Georgia Ar- 
rive in City—Negroes Are 
‘Now Rushing to Colors. 


Sunday was a bafiner recruiting day 
for Atlanta, with over 150 men enlisted 
in the three branches of service. The 
recruiting offices were kept open all 
day Sunday and the men in charge 
were busy until after 11 o'clock Sunday 
night swearing in men who offered 
their service. 

There was a noticeable increase in 
the number of negroes who enlisted 
during the day. Twenty-eight negroes 
signed up for service under the flag. 
Eighteen of these were recruited by 
the officer stationed at Griffin and 
were sent to Atlanta for examination. 
These men will be used to fill vacan- 
cles in the Twenty-fourth and Twenty- 
fifth regiments of infantry and _ the 
Ninth and Tenth cavalry. They will be 
sent to Columbus, Ohio, and trained 
there. 

The army led in the recruiting of 
the day with sixty men enlisted and ac- 
cepted for service. The navy accepted 
sixteen men during the day, the Fifth 
regiment twelve men and the marine 
corps twenty. 

A bunch of thirty-eight young men 
from north Georgia arrived in Atlanta 
Sunday night over the Southern to offer 
for enlistment and will be examined 
today by the officers. These men were 
from several smaller cities of the state. 

The Fifth regiment today opens re- 
cruiting officgs in several of the north 
Georgia cities and expects to recruit 
the regiment up to full strength dur- 
ing the week. . 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw 
Will Deliver Lecture 
Here Friday Evening 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, one of the 


leaders of the woman suffrage move- 
ment in this country, will deliver a 
lecture in Atlanta Friday evening, April 
20, at Broughton’s Tabernacle, under 
the auspices of the three suffragist or- 
ganizations of Atlanta. 

As the able lieutenant of Susan B. 
Anthony in the last quarter of the nine- 
teenth cenutry, Dr.-Shaw did extensive 
compaining in California, Kansas, Da- 
kota and other western states. 

In 1895 the National American Wom- 
an Suffrage association met in Atlanta, 
where large audiences greeted the 
speakers. Dr. Shaw spoke at the opera- 
house, and one of the daily papers pref- 
aces its report as follows: “When the 
opening hour arrived there was not an 
empty chair in the house. So dense be- 
came the crowd that the doors were or- 
dered closed before the service began 
The vast congregation was made up of 
all classes of citizens,’ Such was the 
ovation given the speaker in Atlanta 
over twenty years ago. 

Dr. Shaw, after having served the 
National American Woman Suffrage as- 
sociation as president for eleven years, 
positively declined re-election at the 
convention which met in December, 
1915. But the hundreds of delegates 
loved her too well to release her en- 
tirely from leadership. Mrs. Raymond 
Brown offered an amendment to the by- 
laws, making Dr. Anna Howard Shaw 
honorary president. 

Mrs. Laidlaw seconded Mrs. Brown's 
motion and it was unanimously car- 
ried. Miss Thomas then announced a 
gift from the convention of 1915 to the 
suffrage cause—an annuity for the great 
leader which would yield $3,250 a year. 
She concluded with: “Madam President, 
every mill in this $30,000 represents a 
heart you have won or a mind you 
have converted to suffrage.’ After ex- 

ressing her appreciation and desire 
or service, President Shaw exclaimed:

He had been 
judge of the city court of Valdosta, 
mayor of the city, member of the school 
board and active in the public life of 
this city and seetion, which loses one 
of its best citizens in his death. 

Judge Griffin is survived by his wife 
and two children. a son, Abbott Grif- 
fin, and a daughter, Miss Margaret.
